Las Angeles, April 18 (AP) — Joe 
Louis began packing up hts belong­ 
ings today to head east for his next 
odd job of defending the world’s 
heavyweight championship. 
Louts disposed of hts California 
assignment Monday night in 2 m in- 
j utes and 20 seconds leaving a game 
but battered Jack Roper knocked out 
i .n his own com er. 
Tw’cnty-five thousand fans, eager 
for a thrill, got it in short, dyna­ 
mite 
doses. 
Roper, 
fulfilling 
a 
promise to trade punches w ith the 
deadly punching Louis, landed three 
vicious hooks to the head with his 
famed left. They weren’t enough. 
Louts, 
jolted 
by

stung by the other two, moved in for 
the kill. 
He got it, with a right 
sm ash to the head, followed by a 
left. 
There were other blow’s before the 
knockout. 
Roper pawed desperately 
for another chance to drop his left 
on the Louis jaw’. Louis straightened 
the old warrior up with a left up­ 
percut. 
It started him out. 
The 
two finishers completed the job, a 
clean knockout. 
Battered to the canvas. Roper was 
trying to climb up the ropes before 
the end of the ten count. 
He didn't 
make it. 
Wrigley field, home of tile Los 
Angeles baseball club and scene of 
the fight, w’as in an uproar.

man Roper had made the stand he 
had promised, and Louis, success­ 
fully defending his title for the sixth 
time since he won it from Jimmy 
Braddock in 1937, was douig just 
w’hat most everyone expected.

BELIEVED CURES 


New York, April 18 (AP). 
Two- 
anrl-a-half-year-old 
Harold 
Holt. 
Jr., of Monogahela, Pa., is a new 
question mark in medicine’s fight 
on one of the inscrutable forms of 
cancer. 
The question is whether he will 
be an example of hope for conquer­ 
ing one of cancer's incurable forms, 
known as W ilms’ tumor. 
Hardly more than a month ago 
he had this cancer in lungs, liver 
and his one remaining kidney, 
He 
wras discharged from a Pittsburgh 
hospital with the probability of liv­ 
ing two weeks. 
Today there is no cancer to be 
found in any of his organs, and he 
has been discharged from another 
hospital, apparently with years to 
live. 
But how m any years is not known. 
Whether the cancer will come back 
is not known. 
There are chances 
it may not recur, and then medi­ 
cine hopes it will know’ better what 
to do in other cases. 
In both hospitals Harold received 
the 
same treatm ent, 
X-rays. 
In 
the second institution, the New Ro­ 
chelle hospital near here, he re­ 
ceived virtually the same kind of 
X-rays as before.

HOME OF THE ANCIENT HAWAIIAN KINGS 
H 
AWAII, T. H. — Few visitors leave Honolulu without a trip to Hawaii, 
“the Big Island." The trip is made by an over-night steamer, or by 
air, as one prefers. I took the air because I wanted to see what was on 
top of those big mountains! By air it takes less than two hours, in fine 
“Baby Clippers” that carry' 16 passengers. And a lovely smooth trip it is! 
The island of Hawaii is in great contrast to the more modern Oahu, 
where Honolulu is located. Here you see the Hawaiians in their primitive, 
though civilized, state. 
And a kindly, gentle people they are — living 
as largely dictated by Nature and loving their mountains and seashore. 
where they know more about fish and fishing than any book could tell, 
or any expert could explain. They can almost hear a fish think! 
And 
they hop over their lava-rocked shore like leaping birds, throwing their 
nets — and getting their fish, as the Canadian Royal Mounties get their 
man — every time! 
Leaving Hilo, we drove to the east portion of the island over fine 
paved roads, lined all along the way with tropical trees and flowers of 
such beauty and brilliance that words have no meaning when description 
is attempted. About 30 miles or so of traveling and we stood at the edge 
of the great Kilauea Crater, in the Hawaiian National Park. It was a 
most unusual sight. A great deep bowl with steam in many spots still 
rising. Along the road nearby, also, you see steam rising from the ground. 
From the edge of the crater you look down for about 800 feet. When that 
volcano will again spurt out its bowels no one can exactly predict — but 
when it does people from everywhere hereabout will rush for miles to see 
it, as it is a spectacle that they tell me no one wishes to miss! We lunched 
et the Volcano House, a peaceful, pleasant hotel at the edge of the crater.

Continuing, you pass by great black rocky fields of 
lava from the various flows of Mauna Loa. and you walk to a beach of jet 
black sand that is so clean that a woman can sit acwn in it in the whitest 
dress and not a spot will show'! 
Continuing around the island, you come to the monument of Captain 
Cook, who first discovered this group in 1778. Here it was that he was 
killed, and here is located the only British soil under the American flag. 
A Hawaiian outrigger boat takes people to the spot across a small bay. 
A little beyond, and suddenly large plantations of coffee trees are seen 
— my first! 
For weeks I had been having my breakfast Kona coffee. 
Now I saw how and where it grew. At Kailua I saw them working it in 
the coffee mill and bagging it for export. 
A few' more miles and the driver turned into a roadway that led into 
a garden of brilliant flowers — with trees massed with the glorious bou­ 
gainvillea, and the yard a riot of it — brick red, crimson, and magenta. 
And the African tulip trees aglow with color! 
“This is Kona Inn,” said 
the driver. “Your home for the next three days. Aloha oe!”

D ictators N ot Expected to 
Abandon European Aspirations 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

New York, April 18.—Whatever 
may be the reply of Messrs. Hitler 
and Mussolini to President Roose­ 
velt’s peace appeal, few observers 
believe that Germany and Italy are 
prepared at this juncture to aboli­ 
tion their plans to achieve what ll 
Duce has termed their “natural as­ 
pirations.” 
Both have declared at one time or 
another that they want peace. But 
neither is believed likely to enter any 
formal non-aggression pact unless 
Britain and France satisfy, or per­ 
mit other nations to satisfy, those 
“aspirations.” 
Some of the “aspirations" have 
been announced already. 
We know 
that both Germany and Italy want 
colonies. 
Hitler at this moment is 
pressing for the return of Danzig. 
Mussolini has his claims against 
France, and ambition among other 
things for a share in control of that 
great link between east and west— 
the Suez canal. 
However, even if these demands 
were adjusted satisfactorily there 
still would remain a big. unsolved 
problem—the problem which Is the 
real essence of the present crisis. 
The claims already tabled repre­ 
sent probably only a small part of 
the empire-building ambitions a t­ 
tributed to the totalitarian pair by 
the democracies. 
Seek Domination of Europe 
England and France assert that 
the Berlin-Rome axis is after dom­ 
ination of all Europe—maybe more. 
If that assay is correct, obviously 
efforts at composing the differences 
between the dictatorships and the 
democracies will find tough sledding. 
It is possible, of course, th at once 
the present claims were adjusted the 
dictators might continue to extend 
their politico-economic control over 
small nations without annexations 
or employment of force. T hat is, it 
might be possible if the Anglo- 
French brotherhood didn’t interfere. 
All Herr Hitler’s expansion thus far 
has been achieved without blood­ 
shed. 
But such expansion, even though 
it didn’t involve actual annexations, 
would tend towards th at European 
domination which the democracies 
already have made clear they are 
opposed to. 
Thus we arrive at the conclusion 
that any expansion of this nature 
would to all intents constitute “ag­ 
gression” 
from 
the viewpoint of 
Britain and France. 
If you give the term “aggression” 
any such broad definition, it certain­ 
ly would present a delicate problem 
for any peace conference. 
It would be an astonishing thing, 
for instance, if anybody persuaded 
Herr Hitler to abandon hts drive to 
the east for the purpose of creating 
a vast economic empire which would 
contribute to the greatness of the 
reich by helping make it sclf-suffl- 
cient. 
No Bargaining With Hitler 
As regards the attitude of the two 
paramount nazi and fascist lead­ 
ers toward non-aggression, the Brit­ 
ish government has adopted a policy 


which places Mussolini and Hitler 
in different categories. 
The nazi leader is believed in 
some British quarters to be imper­ 
vious to moral suasion, whereas ll 
Duce—although roundly censured by 
London for such moves as the occu­ 
pation of Albania—is held to be 
susceptible to argument. 
This accounts for British Pre­ 
mier Chamberlain’s virtual aban­ 
donment of his program of appease­ 
ment toward Hitler, while still cling­ 
ing to it for Mussolini. 
However, one would expect the 
totalitarian leaders to stand together 
in the matter of the President s ap­ 
peal. 
Where one goes, the other 
likely will go. 
Any deviation from this would 
mean the cracking of the Berlin- 
Rome axis. That's exactly 
what 
Britain and France are working for. 
But it will take a lot of appease­ 
ment and bargaining to win over the 
Italian chieftain.

They tried unsuccessfully Monday 
night to amend a bill which would

The measure, approved by 
the house would perm it confirm a­ 
tion of Jam es' appointees to the 
commission by a simple m ajority 
instead of a tw o-thirds vote of the 
senate. 
Democrats attem pted 
to 
reinstate the two-thirds-vote pro­ 
vision but were defeated and the 
bill was advanced to position for 
final action. 
Both branches picked up speed in 
disposing of their calendars, trading 
several 
bills 
back-and-forth 
and 
sending others to the governor. 
Those passed on to Jam es by the 
senate would: 
Exclude explosives used in clay 
m ining or in rock and stone quar­ 
ries from the explosives license act 
of 1937. 
Extend the time for supplying for 
veterans’ compensation under the 
1933 law. 
Repeal obsolete acts requiring th? 
state to buy Civil war histories of 
Pennsylvania troops. 
Of m ajor importance am ong the 
bills sent over to the house from 
the senate were those to: 
Establish a bureau a t the P enn­ 
sylvania State college to find new 
uses for anthracite. 
Appoint a legislative controller to 
check up on departm ents’ expendi­ 
tures. 
By unanim ous vote, 
the 
house 
sent the senate a bill providing for 
widespread changes in the state 


code 
regulating 
borough 
govern­ 
m ents. 
An anti-fireworks bill was 
brought up in position for final en­ 
actm ent. 
I t would require special 
perm its from municipal authorities 
for use of fireworks—including cap 
pistols.
